The Agency has reviewed your request to add two new formulations to each of Pro-Mix
GHA180, and Pro-Mix Tandem CX-9030 labels. Two new alternate confidential statements of
formula were submitted to support these amendments for each of these products. In addition the
labels for the products were reformatted to include sublabels for each formula. The two additional
blends requested by Premier Horticulture for EPA Reg. No. 74267-3 were Pro-Mix GHA 180
BRK20 Biend and Pro-Mix GHA180 LP15 Blend. The two additional blends requested for EPA
Reg. No. 74267-4 were Pro-Mix Tandem BRK 20 Blend and Pro-Mix Tandem LP 15 Blend. The
four CSFs submitted by Premier Horticulture signed on November 15, 2012 are acceptable.
